TOTTENHAM "change in pastorate" 
The year 1958 saw a change in pastorate. Pastor 
Brighton's enforced return to the United States left 
the congregation without a pastor for four months, 
during which time services were conducted by various 
London pastors while other responsibilities fell 
almost entirely upon the shoulders of the president, 
Mr. A. M. Kahl. A year of stress and of testing. 


GRINDON "like the growth of a child" 
In 1958, the year of its birth, Grindon's progress 
can be likened to the growth of a child. Hach step, 
each falter, making for stronger and more confident 
strides. The link to the mother was cut in October 
when Pastor Desmond Jose took charge. Four separate 
youth clubs and a Sunday School as large as the 
church hall will allow seek to meet the challenge 
of the many youth of the four housing estates which 
converge at the Lutheran church site. 


CARDIFF "first confirmand entevs ministry" 
"Please watch this film closely and give me your 
comments", said that pastor to the young Lutheran 
couple who had helped publicize the film. But there 
wasn't time after seeing "The Unfinished Task" to 
talk about the film. Too many people to talk to. 
But the next evening at Bible Class, the young man 
said: "The film crystallized what has long been on 
my heart. I would like to study for the ministry."

SUNDERLAND : "birth to a daughter" 
1958 saw St. Timothys give birth to a daughter - 
Grindon Lutheran Mission. Everyone, sleeves rolled 
up to re-decorate the new hall and hands outstretched 
to welcome the newcomer, helped. St. Timothys now 
knows that God keepsHis promise: His Word does not 
return void. Ahead: the winning of new members from 
the new flats around the church to fill the empty 
pews of former members now gone to Grindon. 
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aS Highlights 1958 


BOREHAM WOOD "steady development" 
1958, under the blessing hand of God, has been a 
year of steady development. Features of the year 
were: the first Confirmation and the beginning of 
regular Communion services on 2 November; constant 
growth of Sunday School and youth clubs; addition 
of regular Sunday evening services at Easter 1958; 
weekly films from Autumn through Winter. 


KENTISH TOWN "learning to know one another" 


In this year, the new pastor and his people have 
learned to know one another. Advances, except in 
stewardship, were slight. The final payment of 
£750 retired the debt on the pangonage; budgeted 
figures for home and foreign missions were met; 
a new heating system was installed in the hall. 
New ground was broken in Christian education with 
a second Bible Class, started by the pastor, but 
taken over most effectively by a layman. 


PETTS WOOD "50% youth 50% adults" 


In 1958 the mission became Christ Lutheran Church. 
Still small but growing steadily and well-balanced: 
50% youth 50% adults. 50% male 50% female. Bible 
Class affords great joy: of the 36 people at church 
on an average Sunday, 21 attend weekday Bible Class. 
No further progress in church building plans , 
although services and films have won the confidence 
of many local people. 


RUISLIP “renewed joy and incentive" 


Though unspectacular, 1958 was a year of renewed 
joy and incentive for the members of St. Andrews, 
We had the offer of a churchsite. The moment it was 
received, architects were engaged and the members 
began with new joy tomake plans and sacrifices to 
provide the funds needed for the much—-longed—for 
church building. Personal evangelism and Christian 
stewardship became regular topics in meetings and 
integral parts of congregational life.
